WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—For 
number of years, the United States 
has refrained from building its navy 
to the limits permitted by internation- 
al agreement in the hope that this ac- 
tion might contribute to world peace. 
The policy of “disarmament by ex- 
ample” has proved to be a dismal 
failure. Instead of assisting world 
peace, such a policy is a menace to 
it. Undue weakness of a rich nation 
invariably invites aggression from its 
neighbors and a war breeding viola- 

tion of its rights. 
| The United States has believed 
whole-heartedly in limitation of arma- 
ments and has contributed very great- 
ly to that objective. In order to be 
effective, however, it is essential that 
the various powers should maintain 
about the same proportion of the 
maximum strength permitted.

A casual examination of the navy 
list might lead one to think our sit- 
uation is satisfactory, for it now 
shows a total of 251 destroyers of 
267,470 tons.

Of Cotton Are Opposed by Harvie Jordan 


Editor Constitution: The bill recent- 
ly introduced in congréss by Senator 
John W. Bankhead, of Alabama, seeks 
to control cotton production by com- 


pulsory federal law at the ginneries 
of the south. 

At the same time the Federal Farm 
Administration is undertaking by a 
south-wide campaign to control cotton 
production in 1934 by a reduction of 
40 per cent in the acreage to be plant- 
ed this spring with the voluntary co- 
operation of the farmers. 

When drastic laws of any kind are 
enacted to control the lives and liber- 
ties of American citizens such legisla- 
tion should have in advance the con- 
sent of those whose liberties and rights 
are to be affected by the enforcement 
of such laws.

repealed’ when the surplus had been 
' reduced to normal proportions.

There is no good reason yet ad- 
vanced to show that nine-tenths of the 
cotton growers who are loyally co- 
operating with the Federal Farm Ad- 
ministraticn ‘in the acreage reduction 
campaign should be made to suffer the 
penalties of a compulsory law because 
one-tenth of the growers may follow | 
a contrary course of action in plant- 
ing an excessive acreage. 

If there is to be compulsory law let 
it apply only to those growers who 
are not in sympathy with the acreage 
reduction campaign and who are re- 
fusing to do their part to reduce the 
surplus of the staple. 

Whatever iferit there may be in the 
Bankhead bill it should not be enact- 
ed into law until its drastic provisions 
have been made clearly known to the 
rank and file of the growers and their 
consent obtained to its enactment.

of the plane—used in all photographic 
survey work. 

The cost of aerial photographic 
maps varies in accordance with the 
scale ordered by the client. For in- 
stance, with what is known as a 10- 
ineh camera (10-inch focal length) an 
area of five square miles is covered 
by each exposure when taken at an 
altitude of 15.000 feet. The same 
camera will produce’ finer  photo- 
graphic details when used at 7,500 
feet, but each photograph covers only 
one and a quarter square miles. The 
lower altitude produces a_ larger 
scale photo, but as nearly four times 
as much film is used in covering the 
same area and many more flight 
miles, the cost increased propor: 
tionately.

Recommends Emergency 
Trial Law as Remedy 
For the Lynching Evil 


Editor Constitution: There is much 


Lynching is a crime against God, 


government and society wherever it 
is committed. The one lynched pays 
the price of his life without the law 
or society proving him guilty for the 
crime for which he is charged. His 
guilt or innocency is never justly and 
lawfully proven. If the one lynched 
is guilty and justly deserves a death 
penalty, the law and society has been 
robbed of its right to prove it and 
execute the sentence. Even the law is 
also lynched. The criminal or accused 
is also denied one of the greatest 
rights he is entitled to—justice in a 
trial to prove his guilt or innocency. 


There are two outstanding causes 
perhaps of lynching. One is due to 
the failure of our courts to speedily 
try those charged with crime and then 
afterwards too long deliberation and 
postponement before sentence is final- 
ly passed and executed. 

The second cause is the pardoning 
power, freeing the criminal before he 
serves his sentence. This pardoning 
power certainly reflects the decision 
of the court in many instances and 
gives hope to the criminal. 

If our legislators will make and 
pass some kind of an emergency trial 
law for such crimes as murder, rape 
and kidnaping and abolish the pardon 
commission for interfering with such 
crimes committed, lynching would end 
or greatly decrease. 

An emergency trial law could be 
easily enforced. There is not a su- 
perior court in the United States of 


America but what could through the 
co-operation of the judge, solicitor- 
general and sheriff arrange and bring 
to trial any criminal within its juris- 
diction within ten days. 

Why demand any county to pay a 
fine where a lynching takes place? 
You can’t buy justice this way. It 
won't atone for the lynch crime. So- 
ciety is. struggling to see that crime 
committed and thrust upon it doesn’t 
go unpunished and when our courts 
awake to the fact that they are in 
part responsible for many lynchings 
surely some kind of an emergency trial 
law would be welcomed.

The fact is that most Ameri- 
cans have been accustomed to a sure 
feit of wealth and ease of prosperity, 
the like of which no other land has 
ever known,” says the Golden Rule 
Book, published by the foundation. 
“Providence has placed in our hands 
enormous resources of soil, minerals, 
power and climate. In one generation 
(1900 to 1929) our national wealth 
increased from $85,517,306.800 to 
$335,029,000,000—a gain of nearly 
400 per cent. Our annual income dur- 
ing this same period increased from 
$17,965,000,000 to $85,200,000,000—a 
gain of over 400 per cent. Savings 
bank deposits increased  four-fold— 
from $7,000,000.000 in 1910 to $28, 
250,000,000 in 1929. Life insurance 
investments showed similar gigantic 
increase. Though the depression with 
its toll of unemployment had by 1932 
reduced our national wealth to $247,- 
000,000,000, and our national income 
to $40,000,000,000, we still have 
wealth and income double that with 
which we began the century, and far 
greater than that of any other nation, 
Mutual savings deposits have actual- 
ly increased during the depression to. 
the extent of over $1,000,000,000 
Notwithstanding the worst economia 
conditions our country has ever 
known, our material resources are so 
great that all the comforts and lux- 
uries of a highly developed civilizas 
tion are still within our grasp. We 
constitute less than 7 per cent of the 
world’s population, but we possess 
about one-third of the world’s wealth, 
Compared with the rest of the world, 
America has never known the mean- 
ing of the word poverty.” 

Dr. William A. (Billy) Sunday has 
recently held a two-week evangelistie 
service in Calvary Baptist church, 
New York city. In beginning his 
work he remarked that many persons 
today “‘want deodorized sermons of 
tabloid size,” but that the time had 
come when preachers “have got to be 
something more than theological mum- 
mies.”

New $40,000 St. Anihaasis School 


Last Word in Up-to-Date Buildings 


(Pictures in Rotogravure Section.) 

Representing the last word in up- 
to-date school buildings, the new pa- 
rochial school of St. Anthony’s church 
has been completed at a cost of $40,- 
000 and is now ready for occupancy, 
it was announced Saturday by the 
Rev. Father Clark, pastor. 

The school was designed and the 
work was superintended by the Rev. 
Michael McInerney, O. S. B:, eccle- 
Siastical and instructural architect of 
Belmont Abbey, who has erected near- 
ly 200 buildings. All of the mate- 
rials were purchased direct, local la- 
bor was hired and the work was exe- 
cuted in such a manner as to bring 


The new school 


room which may also be used as a 
class room, an assembly hall, 
room, an office and a physical ex- 
amination room. It is said to be the 
finest parochial school in the state. 

In designing the building. consid- 


eration was given the aesthetie as 
well as to the practical, the school 
departing from the factory type of 
building so that the exterior has an 
appeal to the sense of refinement. 
To this has been added the religious 
touch which, it was pointed out, 
should characterize every parochial 
building wherein the spiritual and 


op of the diocese, and the seal of 
the state of Georgia. 

In the interior, the building has 
sufficient color to overocme the drab. 
There are statues of Our Lord, Our 
Blessed Lady and St. Anthony, pa-- 
tron of the school. On the front 
wall of each classroom, where eyes 
of the pupils may always behold it, 


is a cross bearing the figure of Christ, 
in polychrome. 

The building is wholly fireproof, 
and all floor joists and construction 
members are of reinforced concrete.

FFABLE SENOR DE LAMOTA tells the story—de La- 
mota, the gifted journalist of Ecuador, who delights in tell- 
ing his American readers about the romatic occurrences of 
the South Agterican country where passions run high and 
old Spanish conventions are rigid and fixed. The Senor’s 
English style has a charm of its own, and the passages in 
quotation marks below are taken literally as he wrote 
them. | 

In South America they sing a popular song: “Arequipa, 

Where You'll See the Prettiest Girls in All the World.” 

And none of that city’s famous beauties are more pleasing 

to the masculine eye than the three Cuerva sisters, daughters 

of an old wealthy Spanish family, who appear nightly at the theatre in the 

most colorful of fashionable garb. Their box is always surrounded by an 

e.egant array of suitors. The Senorita Cristina Cuerva ranks as the most beauti- 
ful of the trio. 

Rut Arequipa is a disorderly place, where the police “must test constantly 
tneir valour in the daily fights with shots against revolutionaries and com- 
munists.” So serious has the disorder been, that many policemen have been 
killed, and the town “during many times has been like an entrenched place, at 
danger of political perturbations.” 

So the police are very brave—and the most ruthless and hard-boiled crime- 
fignter of the lot was Lieutenant Felix Denegri, twenty years on the force, 
“an unusual man with the valiantness of the heroes, a great scorn for his life 
and a serenity in the most dangerous of situations.” Dedicated to his work, 
Denegri had never married. He was not a ladies’ man. 

One night nearly a year ago, the Cuerva sisters, emerging from the theatre, 
were caught in a street riot. About them swirled a band of revolutionaries, 
with sticks and daggers.

It wasn’t long before the heir- 
ess began to meet the policeman regu- 
larly. 

“When the father of she knew & it,” writes de Lamota, “he did angrily 
announce to her that never could be permitted a marriage between she and that 
poor man, no aristocrat, and one who on whichsoever day could fall in the 
street by the criminals’ bullets. But to Cristina he, with his fame of being 
valiant, appeared more interesting than the polished boys of high life. 


“No again were they seen on the streets. But at fall of sun, several times 
would be seen an auto stopped ear the apartments building where the detec- 
tive lived, at a suburb of the town. Cristina jeopardized much, while Denegri 
on his part loved her every day the more, surely hoping that by some unexpected 
success it would be permitted them to marry, dominating the obstacles.” 

A risky situation indeed! It promised tragedy. How it developed only 
deepens the mystery of a woman in love. 

For, while Denegri was plunging more ardently than ever into his danger- 
ous police-work—Cristina acquired another sweetheart! De Lamota hints at 
the reason: she needed a man “with whom to do entertaining in every people's 
sight.” 

_ Gaetano Pinno was a well-to-do Italian business man, manager of a big 
fruit company. He and his friend Don Carlos Lyra began to escort the Cuerva 
sisters to the theatre, and on one of these nights Pinno proposed marriage. 
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THEIR LOVE BROKE THE CASTE-BARRIERS

Did she accept? All Denegri knew was that 
he waited for his tryst several afternoons, and Cris- 
tina didn’t show up.

“And as, in the heart ot every Latin woman the 
thought of marriage with a rich and acquaintanced gen- 
tleman always is alive secretly,” explains de Lamota, 
“so Cristina determined to make full stop to the anger- 
ous entangle which her love has produced. She called 
Denegri by phone, went to his apartment, and said that 
their relations were closed because she loved not him 
and wanted to marry with the richer gentleman. She 
offered money that he would letsher in peace. Exas- 
perated, the Lieutenant slapped her and went out, let- 
ting her alone. When Denegri returns, Cristina has left, 
carrying her photographs and the other. remembers 
which were in his room.” 

But now the flirtatious beauty had sown dragon’s 
seeth indeed. Denegri was in a desperate mood. That 
evening, when there was riot in a suburb, he waded into 
the fray in person and captured the two ringleaders. 
One of them was armed with a terrible weapon—a 
Spanish knife, with a blade nine inches long. Denegri 
put this deadly dagger into his pocket, turned his «ap- 
tives over to the squad, and paced the streets, head 
down. Those whom he passed stared at him, wondering 
what was wrong—for Denegri was one of the finest 
and best-liked men on the force. 

From the opened door of a fashion- 
able dancing-salon came a burst of light 
and music, and five merry-makers 
emerged. Denegri looked up. There 
were Pinno, Lyra, and two of the Cu- 
erva sisters—including Cristina! 

They were about to enter their auto- 
mobile when Denegri, with an incoher- 
ent roar, seized Pinno.

HE turned Moslem and married a camel driver. She sought to plunge, the first 

white woman—or man, for that matter—across the sinister sands of the desert 

of Nedj in primitive Arabia. Then, as a faithful Moslem, she planned a pil- 
grimage to Mecca. 

She failed—and in failing, just missed being stoned to death in torrid’ Djeddah on 
the Red Sea last May. 

She—a French woman born of a notable Basque tamily, later married to a French 
Viscount. whom she divorced—was prisoned in an Arabian harem, then in a filth-infested 
public jail for weeks awaiting brutal death. 

The charge against her was of poisoning her husband in name, the illiterate camel 
driver, who for political reasons, perhaps, had disappeared. 

Through this complex of strange and formidable affairs ran the thread of espionage— 
accusations which made her path more difhcult and almost cost her life. 

Such is the story of recent months in the adventurous career of Marga Viscountess 
d’Andurain, born Mademoiselle Marga. Clerisse, at Bayonne near Biarritz; later the 
wife, by a “white marriage,” of Soleyman, camel man. 


TPYHE Basques, an ardent, proud people who hold invio- 

late their ancient racial claims on the borders of Spain 
and France, are great world-wanderers, great adventurers. 
Mostly their eyes turn westward to South America. Some- 
times to the Orient, along the pufple path of the Middle 
Sea, the Mediterranean. 

Both these ancestal urges swept the still young, still 
hery-eyed and slender woman. In the last, she hazarded 
her life, for the only purpose which proud Basque people 
will admit—adventure. 

“I was married at 15 to Pierre Viscount d’Andurain.” 
The Viscountess was speaking in a quiet cooly-decorated 
room in her apartment in the Avenue Kleber, three minutes’ 
walk from France's great 
Arch of Triumph, in Paris. 
She wore an exotic costume, 
an Arab gown—perhaps out 
of nostalgia for the land she 
still loves. 

“Much against my fam. 
ily’s will, after our marriage 
we set out for South Amer- 
ica, to settle on our own es 
tancia there, to live the free 
life of the Pampas. But al- 
most instantly, the World 
War called us home—Pierre 
to the front, | to whatever 
work | could accomplish be- 
hind the lines. 

““War ended, my husband 
had been cruelly wounded, 
virtually paralyzed. And 
since once more France could 
not hold us, we set off fo: 
the East, the glowing land of 
which we had areamed s 
long. 


we \ fe lived happily there 
for several years,” 
she continued. “The British 
colony in Egypt adopted us 
as friends. Pierre, recovering 
from his injuries, rode their 
horses. We both of us loved 
the East, found it to be our 
home. 

“One day, several years 
ago, a party of British started 
for Palmyra, in the heart of 
Syria. Lovely Palmyra! set in its desert cup, 
proud ruins of ancient civilizations rising from 
its sands. I was invited, and went.” 

The party, as it happened, consisted of 
members of the British Intelligence Service! 
And thence rose the charge that Viscountess 
d’Andurain, a loyal French citizen, was a Brit- 
ish spy. Later, she was to be accused by na- 
tive cficials of being a spy both for Britain

and France — an Anglo- 
French spy in fact, play- 
ing off her fundamental 
devotion to the western 
world against her new 
love, the Orient. 
“Palmyra,” she con- 
tinued, “I instantly loved. 
Six months later we set-— 
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Soleyman, the WNedyjian 
camel driver, who became 
the viscouniess husband. 
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tled down there, my 

husband and I. We 

came to know the 

life of the Bedouins; 

and we lived it, too.” 

Then the West 

reached a long arm 

across sea and desert, to 

trouble the life of Mme. d’An- 
durain. 

When she came into a modest 
fortune, it would have been her 
husband's, by the law of 
France. That was the reason, 
Mme. d’Andurain _ explained, 
for a divorce agreed upon be- 
tween herself and her husband.

RY? the divorce made possi- 

ble a plan that had been 
growing in her mind for long, 
until, what with the glamour of 
the East and her Basque urge 
toward adventure, she could 
not resist it. 

The plan was to turn her 
steps south to the baking desert, 
to achieve the immortal pil- 

grimage to Mecca, and then to 
journey across the unknown but 
certainly dangerous wastes of the 
desert of Nedj to the Persian Gulf. 
To do this would be a triumph, 
for herself, for her Basque blood, 
for French exploration—and for 
womankind! 

The Basque will of Marga 
d’Andurain would not be halted. 
Ambition to achieve this topsy- 
turvy ambition, even at the cost of 
her nationality and her creed, 
proved too strong to stop. Ihe 
marriage with Soleyman, the camel-

man, was a ‘white marriage only—a mar- 
rlage on paper. 

By it, however — and Marga d Andurain 
perhaps did not fully realize what a penalty 
she would presently pay—she lost her French 
citizenship and became Zeinab, subject of Ibn 
Saoud, king of the Nedj and Hedyjas, devout 
Moslem, enemy of the white invader, proud, 
inscrutable Arabian. 

And she :also—at least in form—becéme a 
worshiper of Mohamet, subject to the tribal 
laws of the Koran, chattel of her husband! 

No French legation henceforth could ofh- 
cially aid her. She was—body and soul—of 
the Orient, no longer of the West! 


A BLUNT and heat-blistered vessel turned 

into the roadstead of Djeddah, Red Sea 
port of the Kingdom of Nedj. On board, on 
the steerage foredeck,* sprawled a swarm of 
swarthy unkempt Arabs, among them Soley- 
man. With them was Soleyman’s gently nur- 
tured French wife. 

It had been a trying voyage. Soleyman, his 
head turned by sudden affluence and his be- 
wildering new possession—a Roumi wife turned 
Moslem—had sought to break his bargain, to 
force his attentions on her. 

The heat was terrific, the quarters primitive. 
But just beyond—only a few days’ camel jour- 
ney over the desert—lay Mecca, shrine of a 
religion, goal of so many western adventurers 
through the centuries, who took death in their 
hands to win it. 

Once landed, Mme. d’Andurain’s dangers 
deepened. The Nedjians are the wildest, most 
fanatical tribe of Arabia, the most distrust- 
ful and ferocious to foreigners. The spy rumor 
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had reached Djeddah with her. Mme. d’An- 
durain, now Zeinab, wife of Soleyman, was 
suddenly clapped into a rich man’s harem. For 
safekeeping! : 

“It was like a prison,” Mme. d’Andurain 
explained. ‘I pitied the poor women shut in 
there, so much. . [hey were so shamefully ig- 
norant, so superstititious, so frightfully bored, 
so shut off from life  I[here was little left 
them but potential depravity! 

“You should have seen them trying to run, 
to leap—for I tried, not very successfully, to 
introduce our western games among them, for 
pastime and for exercise. Their soft bodies, 
unused to athletics, turned clumsy in action. 
All the soft Oriental beauty, which distinguished 

those women in their accustomed 
life, dropped away.” 


UT she might have kept on 
for a lifetime. Unless she 
had realized, as she did, that 
she was actually, not virtually, a 
captive of the harem. Her hus- 
band had vanished, as far as 
caring for her was concerned, 
perhaps swayed from his promise 
to help her reach the Holy City 
by some more or less obscure 
political animosity or personal 
fear. 

Her western clothes were 
hlched from her. She was de- 
nied liberty. She couldn’t make 
contact with western officials, 
French or otherwise. She de- 
manded permission to call on the 
French legation, but it was only 
by a brave and dangerous trick 
that she managed the commun- 
ication. 

When, many days later, she 
was able to visit the French le- 
gation under guard, she was in 
native costume, baretoot, her 
waist bare between  billowy 
trousers and a little jacket, her 
head veiled. 

Already she suspected the 
worst——that she would never see 
Mecca, never make her splendid 
pilgrimage across the unknown 
desert. She would become a 
prisoner of the slothful, vicious, 
ignorant world of some Oriental sheik. 

‘The fatality of the espionage accusation pur- 
sued her. She was a Nedyjian subject, legally 
outside the bounds of French aid, responsive 
to the violent, grim law of the desert. And 
worse was to follow. 


HIS happened when Mme. d’Andurain, 


anxious to quit the harem. slavery, 
resolutely sought her husband in the town. She 
was told he would be at a certain khan or ho- 
tel. There she went. 

And there, though her husband did not ap- 
pear, she was arrested, on a charge of having 
murdered him by poison and of other viler 
things for which the punishment is to be stoned 
to death. 

She never saw Soleyman’s body. Nor did 
any French or other foreign official in. Djed- 
dah. Strong doubt existed of his death. But 
there was also doubt that he was alive! 

Stranger things have happened in the East 
than the slaughter of a simple camel-driver for 
the purpose of politics, revenge, or power. A 
criminal charge, such as murder, would in 
theory remove a Nedjian subject from the aid 
of any foreign power. 

Followed weeks in a filthy dungeon, fouiea 
by- the former presence of some 30 male pris- 
oners. No food was supplied her for five days. 
When finally news of her plight reached west- 
ern ears, the wheels of diplomacy began te 
grind, harshly and awkwardly at first, 

Mme. d’Andurain was at last freed. The 
terse réport reached the Foreign Office on the 
Quai d’Orsay in Paris that she had been re- 
leased from all charges and had taken ship at 
an unspecified port for France

ERHAPS the most sardonic chapter in the 

long story of mankind’s endeavors to limit 

~ human activities by law, is that which deals 

with the law’s attempts to trap in its clumsy net 
the emotion of love. 

Liquor is hard enough to harness, but it’s yet 

more concrete than love. Even the old Greeks, 
who didn’t set half as much store by the senti- 
mental passion as we modern Americans profess 
to do, saw the essential difficulty. They equipped 
Eros, the Love-God, with wings—symbolizing 
his notorious habit of lightly flying away. They 
gave him a bow and sharp arrows, which he fired 
helter-skelter into human hearts, the wrong 
hearts as often as the right. And they made him 
blind, thus suggesting his complete lack of judg- 
ment as to whom he shot or whither he flew. 
? There you have a pretty good picture of the 
emotion which law seeks solemnly to keep within 
bounds. How does it come about that the law 
must try to harness love? Simply because the 
home is the one institution which the law regards 
as the very foundation of society—and in pres- 
ent-day America it is taken for granted that the 
home in turn rests upon the emotion of love. 


O the Greeks that wasn’t so, and to other peo- 
ples such as the French today, it isn’t neces- 
sarily so; the home in France rests upon a busi- 
ness arrangement, making it easier for the law to 
step in and protect. But we are a sentimental 
people, inheriting a full dose of idealistic chiv- 
alry along with the English common-law, and 
considerably affected, besides, by recent theories 
about freedom and sex-quality. All of which has 
brought about a merry situation. 

If the Greeks had equipped Eros with a gold- 
bag, or a fountain pen and checkbook, and shown 
him paying five-figure and six-figure fines when 
he hopped off on a flight, they would have ex- 
pressed the American condition. 

Women have two weapons—the breach of 
promise suit, to punish Eros for his pre-nuptial 
flights, and be suit for alienation of affections,

designed to make somebody pay for love’s flights 
after marriage. Let’s analyze the second. 


The theory in both instances is, that a money 
payment will compensate the loser, who in prac- 
tice is generally the abandoned female. In alien- 
ation suits, there is the further theory—often a 
legal fiction—that when love has flown out of a 
married couple’s window, some particular out- 
side person is to blame. It’s a queer theory. 

So we have abandoned wives and ex-wives 
suing mothers-in-law, fathers-in-law, “other wo- 
men,’ the ex-husbands’ sweethearts, and even 
sometimes business associates and friends, asking 
damages for the loss of affections that had 
been worth very little to begin with. 


Study of scores of recent cases shows. that 


$100,000 has come to be regarded as the stand- . 


ard sum demanded by the plaintiff’s attorneys on 
the “‘love-theft’’ claim. They seldom ask lower 
than $50,000, and there have been a few cases 
where $500,000 has been demanded, or even 
$1,000,000, in alienation suits.

further still. But the 

ex-wives very fre- 

quently win— ex-hus- 

bands much less fre- 
quently, due apparently 

to the jurors’ sex-Sympar 

thies and innate tender- 
ness toward the gentler sex— 
and any year’s totals of aliena- 
tion-of-affection awards for the 
country as a whole will reach 
into amazing figures. 

The ironic thing about it is, that the major 
premises on which the law bases its decisions in 
such matters, are very seldom humanly true. 

If a person has been really in love, and the 
loved one has flitted, no amount of cash can be 
regarded as compensation and in fact cash 
couldn’t touch or heal the central wound at all. 

If a person hasn’t been in love with his or her 
mate, or has ceased to love, then for him or her 
to sue for “alienation of affections” is a hollow 
piece of hypocrisy. 

Only in the occasional case where a wife is 
left with children to rear, and no alimony or 
other provision has been made for their support, 
does it seem humanly reasonable that an outside 
party should pay. That’s a business proposition 
and an important one. But the future fate of the 


efamily, not the past loss of the man’s love, is the 


real point in that case. Who can price love? 


THE second basis is often quite as fictional. In 

how many actual cases is the departure of 
love from a married couple’s domicile definitely 
the fault of any outside person? 

If a man is quarrelsome, or a woman petty 
and jealous, or they get to hating each other 
from any of the thousand causes or conditions 
that make home life so difficult nowadays, 
whose fault is it? Should the man on whom the 
unhappy wife turns her wandering glances be 
blamed, and forced to pay a money penalty? 
Should the blonde to whom the heart-aching hus- 
band turns in despair for his wrecked domestic 
romance be singled out by a jury and held 
legally responsible ? 

Yes, it’s pretty ironic that the wife who has 
come to regard her husband as a worthless brute 
and a “paschudniak,” should turn around and 
evaluate his lost affections at $50,000, $100,000 
or whatever the “other woman’s” purse will bear. 

And it’s a curious situation, when the husband 


And there’s more than a little indication that 
American courts and juries have grown mighty 
careless about deciding even the question of 
whether the invasion actually occurred! 


| & ONE case on this page, both the husband 
and the defendant, an actress, swore that their 
acquaintance hadn’t ripened until a good two 
years after the husband and his wife had been 
separated.

All of which is not to say that there are not 
perfectly legitimate cases. Nor is the law any- 
thing but extremely wise in setting out to protect 
the home from destruction. The farce enters 
principally because judges and juries blind their 
own eyes with weepy sympathy, make superficial 
decisions and snap-judgments, and do not probe 
clear through to the complete facts. 

How scrupulous the British courts are, by 
contrast to the American, it is interesting to note. 

Suits for alienation of affections—they call it 
“enticement’— are extremely rare in England. 
This is simply because, if you accuse a person of 
enticing your spouse away, you have to prove 
just that.

* parted. He sued for divorce, charg- 
ing desertion; she sued him, charging 
misconduct with an unnamed woman. 
Neither got a divorce, however. She 
went to work in a beauty parlor in a 
Southern city. 

He became associated with an actress 
whose unconventionality had gained her 
much publicity. Broadway came to know 
them as man and wife. She was called 
“Mrs. ” both in New York news- 
papers and in Long Island, where he had 
a bungalow. They toured the race-meets 
together, finally visiting the city where 
the wife worked. 

The wife regarded this visit as the last 
straw. She sued the actress for $100,000 
for alienation of her husband’s affections. 

In the trial, both the husband and the 
actress testified that they hadn’t met until 
two years after tne couple’s separation. 

The wife branded her husband’s rela- 
tions with the actress as scandalous. She 
testified to having traced him to an apart- 
ment, before their separation, and hearing 
a woman’s voice through the door. She 
said she had recognized this voice as that 
of the actress. 

The actress, on the witness stand, when 
asked where she was living at the pres- 
ent time, frankly said: “I am Mr. 8 
guest at his Long Island home.” If YOU 
were a juror in this case, what would 
YOUR verdict be? 


English Triangle 
5 An English musician married an 
* American girl. Returning to Eng- 
land, he became a popular band-master. 
They were devoted to each other for 15 
years and had children. 


At an English sea-side resort they met 
a neighboring couple—a well-to-do sports- 
man and his blonde wife. The women 
were friendly but the wife soon decided 
that the ‘blonde was in love with the 
band-master. Once, during a concert, 
when a pretty girl spoke to the band- 
master, the blonde (according to testi- 
mony) showed jealousy. About this time 
a “marked and progressive coolness” 
sprang up between the musician and his 
wife. 

The band-master, leaving his wife, went 
to live with the other couple. Soon the 
other husband left, and the band-master 
and the blonde moved into the same 
lodging-house. The wife now sued the 
blonde, for “enticement.” 

The wife clearly proved that her hus- 
band had been faithful and affectionate 
to her until the blonde came along; that 
their estrangement coincided with the 
blonde’s arrival on the scene; that the 
two had gone to live together. Still, 
the defense attorney, after the wife had 
testified, moved that her suit be thrown 
out, inasmuch as there was no evidence 
that the blonde had positively “enticed” 
the man away from his wife—if you 
were the judge, how would YOU decide?

N 1933 for che first time, the 
Southern Seedsman Associa- 
tion published the findings of 
an all-American committee. This 
committee selected the 10 most 
outstanding new flowers and 10 
most outstanding vegetables that 
had been introduced during the 
season of 1932 
Up until 1933 the only method 
of the selection of new varieties 
of either flowers or vegetables ana 
the recommendations of them was 
necessarily a hit or miss proposi- 
ticn. If some one in Atlanta hap- 
pened to pick up a seed catalog 
from some distant point, happen- 
ed to be attracted by the descrip- 
tion of some new flower, if that

Seedsman Association first con- 
ceived the idea of a selection bv 
experts located at widely sep- 
arated points to make a selection 
of worth-while novelties for offer- 
ing the public with their recom- 
mendation. | 

Last vear, a few seed catalogs 
carried these recommendations so 
successfully that this vear more 
than ever expect to follow the 
recommendations of the commit- 
tee of offering of novelties to the 
public. 

This year’s committee on flow- 
ers included men from Georgia. 
California, Pennsylvania. Michi- 
gan, Illinois, Louisiana and New 
York. They selected after trials 
during the 1933 growing season. 
three gold medal winners and 
eight award of merit winners. The 
three gold Wedal winners are as 
follows: 

Calendula, Sunshine—This first 
gold medal winner for 1934 was 
developed in Australia and came 
to us through England, where it 
was a sensation in the shows last 
year, just as it was in American 
trials. Clear buttercup yellow 
flowers, 4-inches across and with 
loosely arranged wide petals, in- 
curved at center and reflexed at 
edges. It grows 8 feet or taller, 


with nice long stems for cutting. 
This chrysanthemum-flowered 
Calendula is the most graceful 
and desirable type yet. 

Petunia, Pink Gem—This second 
gold medal winner is the fore- 
runner of a new race of dwarf, 
compact, bushy, miniature pe- 
tunias—splendid for low edging, 
rock gardens, window boxes and 
low beds. It stands only 6 to 8 
inches high and is simply covered 
with 2-inch flowers in delicate 
shades of pink. 


Linaria, Fairy Bouquet—This 


‘other gold medal beauty is about 


the easiest and quickest of flow- 
ers to grow and bloom. Sown right 
in the open, the baby snapdragon- 
like flowers soon show trim, 
dainty, airy little blooms in deli- 
cate art shades of rose, yellow, 
pink, lavender, carmine, red, 
salmon, violet and white. It is a 
new strain of hardy annual hy- 
brids, just about 8 inches tall, 
more compact and bushy and 
with larger flowers than any be- 
fore. A delightful filler for bou- 
quets, useful for bedding, pots and 
boxes, 

The award of merit winners 
that are particularly adapted to 
our section are: 

Canterbury Bell, Liberty Bell.— 
Two feet tall, erect bushy plants 
with about six spikes of flowers. 
Very hardy annual, blooming 
within six months from seed, thus 
a decided improvement over the 
popular biennial and bringing 
spring into the fall garden. Deep 
violet blue in color, a_ selection 
out of the 1933 gold medal winner, 
annual Canterbury bells mixed. 


Start early and set out in a cool, 
rich place. 

Canterbury Bell, Angelus Bell— 
Rose-colored running mate to the 
dark blue Liberty Bell above. Also 
a selection from last year’s Can- 
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1933 Gold Medal Winner, 
Golden Gleam Nasturtium. 


terbury bells and a beautiful, rich 
rose-pink companion to plant 
with the blue. Try them together. 

Hunnemania, Sunlite—Two feet 
tall, bushy plant, this clear 
canary-yellow giant “tulip poppy” 
is supposed to be a ‘semi-double 
flower but only a few of the flow- 
ers in the all-American trials 
actually showed extra petals. 
However, it is very pretty and does 
well. Cut flowers are lasting and 
produced over a long season. Plant 


after soil! becomes warm. Easily 
grown and quick to bloom after a 
slow germination. 

P tunia Maxima, Double Fring- 

ed—Eighteen inches tall, in mixed 
colors, mostly rather light and 
with purple. This new strain from 
Japan comes practically 100 per 
cent double and _ semi-double, 
about 60 per cent really giant 
flowers and with about 60 per 
cent fringer petaled_ flowers. 
Colors are striking within their 
range and both germination and 
vigor are the best that were found 
in the giant type. Plant in flats 
or pots carefully for transplant- 
ing. 
Marigold, Dwarf “fonarch—One 
foot high; very rich, mixed color 
combinations of orange, yellow 
and mahogany (flowers. This 
strain is uniformly dwarf, making 
an excellent low border or edging 
plant where these rich colors may 
be used. Introduced in England 
last year, where it received great 
attention and is sure to be in 
great demand in America as well. 
American grown seed. 

Verbena, Spectrum Red—One 
foot high; spreading growth, new 
giant hybrid of solid dazzling 
bright red—the richest and most 
showy as well as largest size ver- 
bena yet created. Individual 
florets come 1 1-4 inches across, 
heads are extra large and we 
recommend this as the most bril- 
liant Verbena in existence. 

In discussing this vear’s all- 
American selecticn our thovcht 
go back to last January and an 
idea occurs that seme of our read- 


ers might be interested in a re- 
vigw of the varieties recommend- 
ed last vear as all-American win- 
ners. 

Marigold, Guinea Gold—Two 
feet or taller, pyramidal growth, 
30 to 40 semi-double, golden or- 
ange flowers, 2 to 2 1-2 inches 
across, practically 100 per cent 
without single flowers.

Clerk Dies in Cold-Blooded 


Killing and Jersey Law 


Moves Fast

HE yellow Chrysler easea 
into the space just va- 
cated by the armorea 
truck. Two men climbed out, look- 
ed quickly up and down the 
street. then entered the express 
company office. 
It was about 9:15 a. m., Jan- 
uary 21, 1926. The scene was the 
office of the American Express 
Company at the Erie railroad sta- 
tion, Hackensack, N. J. Ship- 
ments of money had just been re- 
ceived—the armored truck had 
delivered $6,312 in cash from the 
Peoples Trust & Guaranty Com- 
pany. half a block from the Ssta- 
tion. Shortly before that a mone) 
transfer from the telephone com- 
pany had been received, and the 
police had handied a _ $100,000 
shipment, the bi-monthly pay roll 
for the 4,000 employes of the 
United Piece Dye Works at Lodi. 
Agent L. M. Talmadge was in 
charge of the office, assisted by 
two trusted clerks. Theodore 
Palmer. 26, of Bogota, who served 
as the cashier, had worked for the 
company for more than six years. 
Frank Brannon, 22, of Paterson, 
was junior clerk. He had been 
with the company only a few 
months. 

The armored car drew up on 
the Moore street side of the of- 
fice. The money shipment for the 
Federal Reserve bank in New 
York was transferred under the 
eyes of armed guards and uni- 
formed Hackensack policemen. AS 
usual, the money was delivered a 
few minutes before train time— 
this to avoid having it in the of- 
fice for any dangerous veriod of 
time. 

Teddy Palmer receiptea far the 
package, which was in a cieth 
sack sealed with 7ed wax, to 
which was attachad the usual tag. 
The sack was ivoSsed behind the 
counter. 

When the two men entered 
Palmer was handing Talmadge 
the necessary papers in connec- 
tion with the shipment, while 
Brannon was busy in a small back 
room. The leader of the two men, 
a short, thin, anemic-looking 
youth with a cap pulled low over 
his eyes, brandished a gun and 
gaye the customary command to 
Stick ‘em up. 

So suddenly did this happen 
that neither Talmadge nor Palm- 
er could reach for a gun which 
was in the office for such an 
emergency. They stood in their 
tracks, hands aloft. 


Abruptly Brannon emerged 
from the back room. His appear- 
ance was so unexpected that the 
holdup leader, instead of repeat- 
ing his command, fired twice. 
Brannon slumped to the floor. 
Palmer moved, perhaps involun- 
tarily, and the gun was pointed 
at him, and the trigger pressed. 
But the hammer clicked without 
exploding the cartridge. 

Both robbers then leaped be-

sack of money @om the bank, and 
ran out to the waiting car. The 
driver had the door open and the 
engine racing. 

Palmer grabbed the office gun 
and ran out. Talmadge made for 
a rear window and noted the li- 
cense number of the Chrysler— 


N. Y. 4N2346. The car fled. It 
all happened so quickly that the 
policeman on traffic duty at Main 
and Mercer streets, only 50 yards 
away, was unaware of anything 
unusual until Talmadge shouted 
the alarm. 

The unconscious Brannon was 
carried to an automobile. Teddy 
Palmer, dazed and upset by the 
tragedy, accompanied the wound- 
ed youth to the hospital. 

THE ROBBERS MAKE 
GOOD THEIR ESCAPE. 

Frank Brannon died a few min- 
utes after he was borne into the 
hospital. He had been unarmed. 
They had not given him a chance. 
It had been a useless murder, 
committed by a thug suddenly 
overwhelmed with panic. 

Meanwhile dense crowds had 
gathered at the express office. 
The scene of the holdup-murder 


was close to the principal corners 
of the city. Two lines of street 
cars meet there, buses pull up to 
the station constantly, and the 
automobile traffic is heavy during 
the day. It was one of the most 
daring crimes in the history of 
Bergen county. 

Chief Detective Garret Dawson, 
of the Bergen county prosecutor’s 
staff, took charge of the investi- 
gation. Police officers at every 
highway and ferry—Hackensack is 
six miles west of the Hudson river 
opposite upper New York city— 
watched for the yellow Chrysler. 
But the robbers made good their 
escape, and there was no trace 
of them. 

Press and public were greatly 
aroused by the cold-blooded kill- 
ing. Bergen county had been 
suffering from a crime wave in 
recent months; there had been 
many bold burglaries committed 
and the police had not been doing 
very well. Lieutenant Dawson 
and his staff were roundly criti- 
cized. The newspapers stated 
that this latest crime showed with 
what contempt criminals viewed 
the police force of Bergen. 

Talmadge contributed a possi- 
ble clue. He said that he might 
Mave seen the taller of the two 
robbers and the one who had 
been at the wheel of the Chrysler 
eating at the Presto Lunch Room, 
near-by on Main street. He could 
not recall ever having seen the 
small gunman. Palmer said he 
was sure he had never seen any 
of them before. 

Checking up on the _ license 
number Talmadge had noted, the 
police learned that it had been is- 
sued for a Ford car to a resident 
of the Bronx. The owner had 
reported his car stolen about two 
weeks before the holdup. 

Before the afternoon papers 
were on the streets with the story, 
the city of Hackensack, the 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
American Express Company joint- 
ly offered $10,000 reward for the 
arrest and conviction of the mur- 
derer. 

Dawson and his men ques- 
tioned everyone who had _ been 
near the scene. They were able 
to gather little information that 
might prove helpful. While Daw- 
son was there somebody picked up 
a crumpled envelope from the 
station platform outside the ex- 
press office and handed it to the 
detective chief. He stuffed it into 
his pocket and went on with his 
efforts to reconstruct the shoot- 
ing. 

Back in his office later, Daw- 
son consulted with his staff— 
Lieutenant John Allyn and De- 
tectives John Guidetti, John Vae- 
luzzi and Richard Bartenwerfer. 
They agreed that they had pitie 
fully little material on which to 
work. It looked like one of these 
cases where the police simply 
have to wait for some sort of 
break—a squeal, possibly, by a 
disgruntled member of the gang. 
There just wasn’t any clue. 

Then Dawson recalled the en- 
velope. He took it out of his 
pocket and saw that there was a 
letter inside. The letter, dated 
December 2, 1925, was from a 
drive-yourself taxi company in 
New York city and was addressed 
to John Lynch, 330 West Seventy- 
seventh street, New York. It was 
in response to an application for 
a job as chauffeur. 

Could this be a clue? If it 
was, then certainly Santa Claus 
had not forgotten Chief Dawson. 


Detectives hastened to New 
York and quickly discovered that 
a certain James Lynch, a native 
of Manhattan’s tough West Side, 
had an evil reputation as a bad 
man. He was better known, said 
the New York police, as One-Eye 
Lynch, having lost an eye in a 
criminal encounter of some kind, 
He had worked with both the 
Hudson Duster and Gopher 
gangs, and was described by In- 
spector John Coughlin as a rat 
who was quite capable of commit- 
ting such a cruel murder as this 
one in Hackensack.

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Coughlin assigned men to lo- 
cate Lynch and bring him in. 
Lynch’s known companions were 
also to be shadowed. 

Meanwhile, two suspects were 
arrested at Highland Falls, N. Y., 
but when Palmer failed to iden- 
tify them they were released. 

Lynch could not be located. He 
had deserted his usual haunts 
along the waterfront. However, 
the police picked up a pal of his, 
one Charles Strand, 36. on upper 
Second avenue, Manhattan. This 
was on Saturday evening, Janu- 
ary 23. It was observed that 
Strand had two new suits. of 
clothes with him and about $100 
in his pocket. 

Arrested merely on _ suspicion, 
Strand was taken to headquar- 
ters and put through that process 
which is usually described as ‘“be- 
ing questioned.” After a few 
hours he admitted that he knew 
something about the Hackensack 
crime. He was persuaded to make 
a confession. 

He said he had met Lynch Jan- 
uary 18 at Seventy-eighth street 
and Second avenue. Lynch had 
asked him to go to Jersey and 
talk over a job. They had taken 
a ferry to Edgewater, N. J., at 
about 9 p. m., then trolleyed to 
Hackensack. There they had met 
aman named Young, who posed 
as a bad man and admitted tak- 
ing part in several burglaries. 
Then they had entered the Presto 
Lunch and met Teddy Palmer, of 
the express office, and several 
other fellows. 

PALMER TOLD THEM 
IT WOULD BE EASY. 

According to Strand, Palmer 
had been gambling and needed 
money. Palmer explained, said 
the prisoner, how easy it would be 
to grab off the bank shipment 
which was made regularly every 
Thursday morning. 

“All you have to do is come 
and get it,” Palmer said, accord- 
ing to Strand.

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expectedly Lynch had let him 
have it. Palmer had told them, 
said Strand, that only he and Tal- 
madge would be on the premises 
when the robbers entered. 

The news was flashed to the 
police in Hackensack. Palmer, 
ignorant of Strand’s confession, 
was taken to New York, where he 
promptly identified Strand as one 
of the two gunmen who had held 
up the express office. Strand 
went livid with rage and shook 
his fist at Palmer.

Strand informed the police that 
two cars had been used in the 
getaway, a change having been 
made “out in the country.”

On information gathered from 
Cuneo, Costy and Kalman, detec- 
tives raided a house on Prospec 
terrace, Teaneck, N. J., about five 
miles from the murder scene. The 
place was occupied by Charles 
Rocksch, 49, an employe of one 
of the New York courts, who was 
also engaged in the obscene pic- 
ture selling game. Quantities of 
these pictures were found in the 
house. 

In a barn on the property De- 
tectives Dawson and Allyn found 
a Chrysler car answering the de- 
scription of the car used in the 
holdup. The license plates did not 
tally with the numbers known to 
the police, so the officers searched 
the barn and discovered not only 
the teli-tale plates but the canvas 
bag in which the money shipment 
had been made from the bank. 


Rocksch, it developed, knew 
nothing about the crime. He was 
acquainted with Costy and Cuneo 
and had let them and their 
friends store their car in his barn. 

Meanwhile Lynch’s lawyer ob- 
tained a writ of habeas corpus but 
on February 17, after Talmadge 


had positively identified Lynch as 


the killer, the accused gunman 
was turned over to the New Jer-

torcycle police escorted him to the 
Fort Lee ferry, and he made the 
trip to the Jersey shore on a 
ferryboat which took no other 
passengers.

Sheriff George P. Nimmo said he 
wished to guard against a rescue 
by Lynch’s pals over in Man- 
hattan. 

Arraigned February 18 before 
Supreme Court Justice Luther 
Campbell, Lynch pleaded not 
guilty and asked that the court 
assign him counsel. Judge Camp- 
bell named former County Judge 
John B. Zabriskie and set the 
trial date for February 23. Za- 
briskie asked for a later date but 
his plea was denied. 

As for the. stolen 
Strand claimed he had 
only $200. Cuneo said he had 
buried his share ($2,000) in the 
woods near ‘Teaneck. He failed to 
locate the spot for detectives but 
later led them to a house where 
he had hidden $1,861. 

Palmer and the others insisted 
they had not received a dollar. 
The police decided that most of 
the money had been secreted by 
Lynch for his wife. 

Dozens of officers guarded the 
courtroom and courthouse on the 


morning of the 23d. Attorney Za- 
briskie made another plea for 
postponement, saying he had con- 
ferred with the defendant but

and by 11:30 a. m. a jury of 11 
men and one woman were in the 
box. Lynch’s wife and four-year- 
old son were among the specta- 
tors. 

After the customary medical 
testimony and testimony by Tal- 
madge, who identified Lynch as 
the murderer, the state pulled a 
surprise by summoning Strand as 
a witness. Apparently terrified, 
he told of the plot to rob the ex- 
press office and of the cold- 
blooded killing. 

“T heard some shots and when 
I turned around I seen smoke 
coming out of Lynech’s gun and a 
man was falling down on the 
floor,” Strand said nervously, 
keeping his eyes on the floor in 
front of him. “I was threatened 
into this here crime. I didn't 
know nothing about what was go- 
ing to come off when they brought 
me over here that day, but I went 
in and_asked about checking a 
trunk, like Lynch told me to. 

“Pretty soon Lynch comes in 
with a gun in his hand.- I turned 
around a minute and then I heard 
several shots. After that he says 
to me ‘Wait a minute; I want to 
get that guy inside. He’s holler- 
ing too much.’ He meant Palmer. 


“Then he sticks his gun in my 
side and he says ‘Get into that 
office or I'll give you a dose of 
what I gave that guy.’ Then he 
went into the little office and 
asked Talmadge for the rest of 
the dough. Talmadge said there 
wasn't any more and so did 
Palmer. Lynch sgid there must 
be more, but Palmer said ‘No, 
there ain’t any more. Then I 
handed Lynch the bag of money 
I took out of the office and he 
picked up a couple of other bags. 
I went out and then Lynch backed 
out with his gun in his hand.” 

After his direct testimony, At- 
torney Zabriskie began cross-ex- 
amination. 

“What are you crying for?” he 
asked Strand. 

“Because I’m sorry and it hurts 
me to think of that man being 
dead,” the witness replied. 

Lynch took the stand as his 
only witness. He asserted he had 
been hired to pull off an easy job 
in New Jersey and named Palmer 
and his companions as the con- 
spirators. He expected to find 
only two men in the express of- 
fice, he said, so that when Bran- 
non suddenly appeared on the 
scene with one hand behind his 
back he fired in self-defense. 


The case went to the jury at 6 
p. m. and 17 minutes later they 
re-entered the courtroom with a 
verdict of first degree murder. 
Judge Parker sentenced Lynch to 
die in the electric chair at Tren- 
ton the week of April 4. 

STAR WITNESS 
CHANGES HIS PLEA. 

Strand was arraigned immedi- 
ately. He changed his plea to 
non vult and Judge Parker gave 
him 12 to 30 years. As he was 
being led away, Palmer and Cu- 
neo were led to the bar, followed 
by Costy and Kalman. All plead- 
ed non vult. ‘Paimer kept his 
eyes to the ground, for many ™® 
the courtroom had once been 
good friends of his. 

Palmer and Cuneo were sen- 
tenced to serve 15 to 30 years and 
Costy and Kalman were sent to 
the state reformatory. 

Before 7 p. m. the courtroom 
was empty. Two hours later One- 
Eye Lynch was in the death 
house. 

(Young was exonerated but 
shortly afterward he was convict- 
ed of numerous burglaries and re- 
ceived two seven-year sentences.) 

There was some dissatisfaction 
over the fact that Palmer had not 
received a heavier penalty but 
Prosecutor Hart doubted that he 
would have been able to gain a 
first degree conviction against 
Palmer. One can picture a de- 
fense lawyer relating, with a sob 
in his voice, the pathetic story of 
the boy who wouldn't harm a fly 
and who was victimized by the 
ruthless killer from the West 
Side. Palmer might even have 
been acquitted—it has happened. 

Lynch, quite stripped of his 
bravado, went to his death the 
following December. 

Justice in New Jersey doesn’t 
do as well as this very often.
